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IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please amend the claims as follows: 
Claim 1 (currently amended) A document holder comprising: 

a plurality of holder bodies mounted to one another In a vertical 
direction, and each of the holder bodies having an adapting par t, which 
has a recess formed on a rear thereof and tho holder bod i es mounted to 
on e another in q vort i cal direct i on ; 

a shaft assembly arranged in the adapting part of the a 
bottommost one of the holder body bodies , and the shaft assembly * 
having a first pivot part formed on a top thereof in the vertical direction 
and a first supporting arm accommodated in the recess of the 
bottommost one of the holder bodies : and 

a plurality of pivot modules respectively connecting to the holder 
bodies except the bottommost holdor body one, wherein each of the pivot 
modules has a second pivot part at a top thereof and a matching part at a 
bottom thereof in the vertical direction , and a second supp orting arm 
accommodated in the respective recess : 

wherein the first pivot part of the shaft assembly and the second 
pivot parte of the each pivot module© pivotally connects to the matching 
parts of the a neighbor one of the pivot modules adjacent to one anoth e r , 
so as to form a vertical pivot shaft for enabling the holder bodies to rotate 
in a horizontal direction. 

Claim 2 (original) The document holder of claim 1 , wherein the first pivot 
part of the shaft assembly and the second pivot parts of the pivot 
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modules are protruding columns, and the matching parts of the pivot 
modules are concaves. 

Claim 3 (currently amended) The document holder of claim 1, wherein 
each of the holder body. bodies has a base plate, a rear plate upwardly 
extending from a rear side of the base plate; the recess is formed at an 
outer surface of the rear plate tho adapt i ng part has a rocooo on an outor 
Gurfoco of tho roar p l ate , and a pair of opposite rails and a pair of 
opposite frames arranged along a vertical direction of the recess, and an 
opening adjacent to a bottom end of the recess; tho shaft assemb l y has a 
fifs t supporting arm, the pivot modules ooch hav i ng a second supporting 
arm, th o first and co cond supporting ormo being acoommodat od i n th e 
fo c c s s v i a tho opening of the adapting pa rt, the first supporting arm of the 
shaft assembly having has a pair of opposite first tracks and a pair of 
opposite first grooves to maoh match the rails and the frames of the 
adapting part, and east* the second supporting arm of each piv ot module 
fr aving has a pair of opposite second tracks and a pair of opposite 
second grooves to match the rails and the frames of the adapting part. 

Claim 4 (original) The document holder of claim 3, wherein each rear 
plate has a strip at a top thereof to correspond to the opening, two lateral 
plates upwardly extended from two opposite sides of the base plate; the 
two lateral plates each has at least one flange formed at a periphery 
thereof and at least one slot being formed at a bottom periphery thereof 
to correspond to the flange; each pivot module has a pivoting body on 
which the second pivot part is mounted, the matching part being formed 
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under the pivoting body, the pivoting body having a height greater than 
the sum of the heights of the rear plate and the strip and also greater than 
the sum of the heights of the lateral plate and the flange. 

Claim 5 (original) The document holder of claim 3, wherein each holder 
body has an indentation at a front thereof. 

Claim 6 (currently amended) The document holder of claim 1 , wherein 
the shaft assembly has a receiving part formed at a bottom thereof in the 
vertical direction for enabl i ng tho dooum e nt holder to mount pivotally 
connecting en to a fastene r through a top port i on of th e ^ooton o r p i votally 
co nnects to the r e c ei ving p a rt .
